The  win  against  the  forest  at  Nottingham  could 
not  have  come  at  a  better  time.  A  manager  with  the 
necessary  ability  in  his  side,  who  sets  his  sights  on 
winning  the  League  Championship,  has  a  yardstick 
in  mind.  If  he  wins  all  his  home  matches  and  earns 
a  draw  in  every  match  away  from  home  (63  points) 
then  he  lias  a  good  chance  of  finishing  top  -  in  fact, 
more  than  a  good  chance.  At  the  moment  we  are 
two  points  down  on  this  principle.  We  have  dropped 
four  points  at  home  (four  drawn  games)  but  we  have 
won  four  away  games  to  level  that  count,  but,  in 
addition,  we  have  lost  two  away  games,  at  Leeds  and 
West  Bromwich,  and  these  are  the  two  points  that 
we  are  down  as,  if  we  had  drawn  them  both,  we  would 
have  averaged  winning  all  our  home  games  and 
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drawing  every  away  one.  Thin  is  not  lo  suggest  that 
our  performance  this  season  has  not  been  a  very 
good  one  indeed  from  many  aspects,  lint  merely  in 
suggest  how  tough  il  is  at  the  top  these  days,  and 
how  you  have  to  set  your  sights  very  high  lo  be 
among  the  top  honours,

There  is  little  which  needs  to  he  said  about  the 
game  last  Saturday.  Admittedly,  forest  had  bud  luck 
with  injuries,  but  although  there  were  limes  when 
forest  were  attacking  relentlessly,  our  defence  did 
not  look  at  any  time  like  giving  way,  a  defence  which, 
in  eighteen  League  games  this  season,  has  conceded 
only  eleven  goals.

The  visit  of  a  London  side  to  Highbury  is  always 
something  of  an  occasion,  and  although,  because 
they  are  just  down  the  road,  as  it  were,  a  game  with 
Spurs  perhaps  takes  pride  of  place,  the  visit  of 
Chelsea  is  not  far  behind.  Chelsea  have  shown  how 
much  they  enjoy  coming  here  by  the  results  over  the 
past  eight  years,  when,  remarkably  enough,  Chelsea 
have  won  six  times,  and  moreover,  by  decisive 
margins  -  4-1,  4-1,  3-0,  4-2,  3-1,  3-1.  Happily  we 
put  an  end  to  this  sequence  by  winning  2-1  two 
seasons  ago,  and  we  drew  1-1  last  season,  but  all  the 
same  Chelsea  must  come  to  Arsenal  Stadium  with  a 
good  deal  of  confidence.  There  is  a  show  business 
maxim  which  is :  “You  are  as  good  as  your  last  show”. 
In  football,  we  take  this  a  stage  further  and  say  “You 
are  as  good  as  your  next  game”  -  the  last  one  has 
gone,  so  we  must  not  pay  too  much  attention  to 
Chelsea’s  home  defeat  last  Saturday  by  Southampton, 
especially  as  Southampton  are  a  side  which  always 
seems  to  do  well  at  Stamford  Bridge.  It  does  not  really 
matter  what  happened  last  Saturday,  or  in  the  last 
eight  years,  but  what  is  going  to  happen  this  afternoon, 
and  we  hope,  by  a  quarter  to  five,  to  have  a  happy 
answer  to  that  question ! 


CHELSEA’S  MANAGER 

DAVE  SEXTON:  Former  Arsenal  assistant 
manager,  he  had  a  playing  career  that  spanned 
Chelmsford  City,  Luton,  West  Ham,  Orient,  Brighton 
and  Crystal  Palace,  where  a  right-knee  cartilage  injury 
forced  him  into  retirement  in  January  1962.  Following 
month  he  became  assistant  coach  to  Tommy  Docherty 
at  Chelsea  and  left  in  January  1965  to  manage 
Orient.  Resigned  in  the  following  December  and  two 
months  later  became  Fulham  coach.  In  August  1966 
he  joined  the  Highbury  staff  and  succeeded  Tommy 
Docherty  at  Chelsea  in  October  1967.

JOHN  BOYLE:  This  young  enthusiastic  Scot 
became  one  of  Chelsea’s  most  consistent  players  last 
season  with  his  tremendous  work-rate  in  midfield. 
Youngest  member  of  Chelsea’s  1967  F.A.  Cup  Final 
side.  Signed  professional  from  juniors  in  August  1964. 
One  Scotland  Youth  cap.  Born  Motherwell.  5  ft.  8  in., 
list.  9  1b. 

EDDIE  McCREADIE:  One  of  Chelsea’s  most 
experienced  players,  he  joined  the  Stamford  Bridge 
staff  from  East  Stirling  in  April  1962.  Is  now  ap¬ 
proaching  his  300th  Chelsea  senior  appearance  and 
although  he  generally  plays  at  full-back  he  has 
occasionally  moved  into  the  front  line.  Has  played 
17  times  for  Scotland.  Born  Glasgow.  5  ft.  8f  in., 
10  st.  9-|  lb. 

PETER  OSGOOD:  Manager  Dave  Sexton  seems 
to  have  solved  the  problem  of  his  early-season  loss 
of  form  with  a  switch  to  the  No.  4  shirt  while  Hollins 
was  off  injured.  He  was  Chelsea’s  only  ever-present 
senior  last  season  (48  games)  and  won  three  England 
Under-23  caps.  Has  also  been  honoured  at  Youth 
level.  A  former  bricklayer,  he  signed  amateur  forms 
for  Chelsea  in  March  1964  and  turned  professional 
six  months  later.  Born  Windsor.  6  ft.  14  in., 
12  st.  13  lb. 

DAVID  WEBB:  This  vigorous  strong-tackling 
centre-half  was  signed  from  Southampton  in 
February  on  the  day  Joe  Kirkup  made  the  reverse 


move  in  part-exchange.  A  West  Ham  schools  player 
he  joined  Orient  as  groundstaff  boy  and  played 
them  during  Dave  Sexton’s  spell  there  as  manager 
Transferred  to  Southampton  in  March  1966.  Bom 
Stratford.  5  ft.  11J  in.,  12  st.  12  lb. 

RON  HARRIS:  Chelsea  captain  since  January  1966 
he  is  now  approaching  his  300th  senior  appearance 
for  the  club.  He  became  the  youngest  F.A.  Cup  Final 
captain  against  Spurs  at  Wembley  last  year  (22  years 
6  months,  7  days).  Joined  Chelsea  as  junior  in 
August  1960  and  signed  professional  in  November 
1961.  Honoured  by  England  at  Under-23,  Youth  and 
Schoolboy  level.  Born  Hackney.  5  ft.  8  in.,  1 1  st.  12  lb 

CHARLIE  COOKE:  His  devastating  displays  on 
the  wing  as  a  ball  artist  and  entertainer  earned  him 
the  “Chelsea  Player  of  the  Year”  title  last  season 
Won  his  seventh  Scotland  cap  alongside  Eddie 
McCreadie  in  the  recent  World  Cup  qualifying 
match  against  Austria  at  Hampden  Park.  Transferred 
to  Chelsea  from  Dundee  in  April  1966  at  a  then  club 
record  fee.  Began  professional  career  with  Aberdeen 
moving  to  Dundee  in  December  1964.  Born  St!

BOBBY  TAMBLING:  The  greatest  scorer  in 
Chelsea  history,  he  began  the  season  with  a  club 
record  total  of  183  goals  in  313  matches  and  is  now 
approaching  his  200th.  Joined  the  Stamford  Bridge 
staff  in  July  1957  as  a  junior  and  turned  professional 
in  September  1958.  Has  three  full  England  caps  and 
13  Under-23  caps.  Born  Storrington,  Sussex.  This  is 
his  Testimonial  season.  5  ft.  8  in.,  11  st.  1  lb. 

TOMMY  BALDWIN:  Needs  no  introduction  to 
Highbury  fans.  He  became  a  professional  with  us  in 
December  1962  scoring  10  goals  in  19  first-team 
appearances  before  moving  to  Chelsea  in  September 
1966.  George  Graham  was  transferred  to  Arsenal  in 
the  same  deal.  His  prodigious  work-rate  as  a  front 
runner  earned  him  selection  for  last  summer’s 
England  Under-23  tour.  Born  Gateshead.  5  ft.  8-1  in 
1 1  st.  5\  lb. 

ALAN  BIRCHENALL:  Powerful  blond-haired 
striker  and  Dave  Sexton’s  first  signing  for  Chelsea, 
he  was  transferred  from  Sheffield  United  last 
November.  A  Londoner  he  moved  to  Nottingham  as 
a  child,  played  for  Nottingham  schoolboys  and  joined 
United  as  a  junior,  making  his  League  debut  in 
September  1964.  Four  England  Under-23  caps. 
Born  East  Ham.  6  ft.  0  in.,  13  st.  1  lb. 

PETER  HOUSEMAN:  Graduated  through 
Chelsea’s  youth  sides,  signing  professional  in 
December  1962  and  making  his  League  debut  at 
home  to  Sheffield  United  the  following  December. 
Made  23  senior  appearances  last  season  -  many  when 
Tambling  was  unfit  —  and  is  now  approaching  his 
100th  senior  appearance  for  the  club.  Born  Battersea.
